There is nothing so warming to the 
art as to be the instrument by which 
etflowing joy comes to one whom you 
ve or to a whole group of people upon 
hom your love is poured out. This is 
e joy of evangelism, whether it be 
wish, Samaritan, Roman, Greek, Ameri- 
n, or African. It is recorded that when 
evangelist Philip preached in a city 
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of Samaria many were converted and 
“there was great joy in that city.” Peter 
and Paul and other missionaries brought 
joyful salvation to many Jews. The joy 
of the converted is the encouragement of 
the evangelist, and it reverberates, we 
are told, through the courts of heaven. 


Are Jews as a people capable of greater 
sadness and greater joy than other ethnic 
groups? Their treatment down through 
the centuries at the hands of professing 
Christians has made sadness their lot. Even 
before this Christian era of persecution 
(which supposedly stemmed from their 
responsibility in crucifying the Messiah) 
there was much of wailing in their 
synagogue services and in some of their 
annual feasts. On the other hand, almost 
all the joy recorded in the New Testament 
was the joy of Jews who had become 
Christians. Modern Jews are again making 
a name for themselves in American com- 
petitive society and also in the new nation 
of Israel. They are exerting an ever- 
widening influence on business, politics, 
and the American religious arena. Not 
so much through their religion but quite 
largely apart from it they are striving 
for happiness. We could remind them 
that social acceptance or advancing prestige 
are not the equivalent of overflowing 
happiness, 


Christians have the age-old prescription 
for Jewish happiness — if we have not 
forgotten it — the Gospel of salvation. 
It is not enough to treat the Jews fairly 
or to welcome them into Christian assem- 
blies on our so-called ‘Brotherhood Days.” 
What we owe them is love, such a love as 
will compel us to earnestly present Christ 
to them. Do we have that kind of love? 


The editor is prompted to write about 
Israel’s lost sheep because he has had 
letters recently from some of those sheep 
who have been found by the Good 
Shepherd, who gave His life for them. 
What is characteristic of those letters? It 
is joy, bubbling joy. “I am happy!” 
writes a Jewish-Christian lady from Los 
Angeles requesting Sabbath literature. It 
is just as much our responsibility to bring 
abounding happiness to twentieth-century 
Jews as it was for deacons and apostles 
to bring the same joy to first-century Jews. 
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Dutch Catholics 
Encouraged to Read New Bible 
A new Roman Catholic Bible Society 

has been established in the Netherlands. 
At the same time, a new Catholic version 
of the Bible has been completed for circu- 
lation. In recognition of this event, the 
Lenten letter of the Dutch episcopate was 
completely devoted to encouraging Bible 
reading. “More than ever we need a clear 
vision about the meaning of life,” the 
letter stated. ‘““The Holy Scriptures show 
us the way.” 


From time to time there comes such 
an emphasis in the Catholic Church 
especially in countries that are predomin- 
antly Protestant. In countries where the 
Roman Church holds sway Bible reading 
is not effectively encouraged by the priests. 
It would appear that the competition of 
Bible-loving Protestantism forces the hier- 
archy to lay some stress on that which is 
observed to bring such help to the people 
among whom the Catholics live. How 
important then that the people in all our 
churches give more than lip service to their 
profession of taking the Bible as their 
rule of faith and practice. 


It has been the experience of many 
ministers and laymen that there is a most 
interesting point of contact between them 
and adherents of the Catholic faith who 
own and read the Bible. There is a 
bond of kinship which seems most’ re- 
freshing because it is so unexpected. 


To be sure, the Catholic clergy study 
the Bible. They are required to read a 
specified amount of devotional material 
every day — an amount that would stagger 
some pastors not accustomed to such 
disciplined reading. Much of what they 
must read each day is Bible. The work 
of Catholic scholars in ancient and modern 
times in transcribing, preserving, trans- 
lating and interpreting Scripture has been 
tremendous and in general commendable. 
This does not mean that they have given 
the Bible to the laymen to let it speak 
to their hearts and minds in anything like 
the way Protestant leaders have done. It 
does not mean that in numerous cases 
their translations have not been colored 
by unjustifiable Catholic theological pre-

Most 
of these names have been filled in by 
now, and some of the areas that these 
people are responsible for merit special 
mention. Such a case is the recently 
developed program of counseling that has 
become a valuable part of our “extra- 
curricular” schedule. This is primarily 
counseling in the field of personal prob- 
lems, and has proved beneficial to many 
perplexed and seeking individuals search- 
ing for help from qualified advisors. 


This year I am especially proud to an- 
nounce that the Rev. Wendell Stephan, 
chaplain of the Hartford General Hospital 
and one of the pioneers in this type of 
work, has consented to head up the 
personal counseling for this year’s General 
Conference at Amherst. In addition to a 
number of years of intensive training in 
related fields, Mr. Stephan has had con- 
siderable experience with his hospital 
chaplaincy work in this sphere, so he is 
unusually well qualified to co-ordinate this 
phase of our work. 


Mr. Stephan will announce the other 
members of his staff at a later date, but 
he has stated that he will ask several of 
our outstanding leaders to assist him. 
Offices for consultation will be set up 
in conveniently accessible sections of the 
campus area in which Conference will be 
meeting, probably in the dormitories 
where the delegates will be housed. Ap- 
pointments can be scheduled with these 
advisors so that any personal problems or 
questions can be given the required at- 
tention.

Our Ecumenical Outreach 


Every method of evangelism must be 
used to the best of our ability, both as 
individuals and as a denomination, 1f our 
influence is to be felt in the world. One 
of the methods by which we witness to 
society — including millions of fellow 
Christians — is through our co-operation 
with other organized church and Christian 
bodies. This is known in our General 
Conference planning as Ecumenical Rela- 
tions. 

There is a standing Committee on 
Ecumenical Relations working on this 
phase of our denominational witness the 
year round, In addition, many members 
of this committee have separate responsi- 
bility as representatives to groups with 
which Seventh Day Baptists work. It is 
in this latter area where we, as a General 
Conference, must proceed carefully and 
wisely if we are to accomplish our stated 
aims. 

Co-operation is wonderful, and vitally 
necessary if Seventh Day Baptists are to 
make their voices heard in the religious 
circles of this age. But we must remember 
and impress on our representatives that 
co-operation is not a one-way street. We 
hold certain truths that cannot be com- 
promised, and our convictions on these 
points must be made known to others in 
the groups with which we work. 


Let us give due and deliberate con- 
sideration to the selection of our repre- 
sentatives for all ecumenical matters. Let 
us be sure that as our authorized representa- 
tives they will give no cause for mis- 
understanding when they speak for us 
in Christian councils. Let us make our 
witness to the world through every avail- 
able channel, in terms that leave no doubt 
as to our beliefs. Co-operation in such 
a sphere as personal religious conviction 
must recognize the limits of compromise. 

Perhaps one of the less conspicuous but 
tremendously important items of Con- 
ference business will be the selection of 
representatives to speak for Seventh Day 
Baptists in far-off convocations. If this is 
the case, let us begin now to consider 
whom we will send. Let us examine the 
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requirements of the post and the referen 
and qualifications of our emissaries. Let 
be sure that Seventh Day Baptists spi 
with a clear, informed, uncompromis; 
voice in the councils of the earth’s Ch) 
tian brotherhood.

A group of young people in 1958 at- 
tended a Baptist World Youth conference 
in Toronto, Canada, They told the thrill- 
ing story at our General Conference that 
summer, Part of the thrill they experi- 
enced was in providing Seventh Day Bap- 
tist literature and talking about it to the 
many who showed an interest. In such a 
gathering of earnest young people of 
Baptist faith from all over the world 
there were many who had never heard of 
Seventh Day Baptists and had given little 
thought to a study of the Sabbath. 


The results of the interest taken in 
that tract display are slow in filtering 
back to the Tract Society and to the 
churches that may happen to be within 
reach of the delegates. Here, however, 
is one example. 


On April 15, 1961, a lady visited our 
Chicago church at 5052 W. Division 
Street by invitation of the corresponding 
secretary of the American Sabbath Tract 
Society who was speaking there that day. 
She was called upon to briefly retell the 
story that she had told on the telephone. 
This lady was connected with a Missionary 
Baptist church and had gone to Toronto 
in 1958. There she picked up literature 
offered by the Seventh Day Baptist young 
people. She wanted to know more about 
a Baptist denomination that kept the Sab- 
bath, After a time she wrote to the Tract 
Society for more literature. Still later 
she purchased the 1960 Year Book. Finally 
the day came when she decided she would 
attend the Chicago church, of which she 
had been told and of which she read in 
the Year Book. She closed her remarks by 
saying that she wanted to come regularly. 


A few young people venturing to sow 
some seed in a way they had not previously 
tried brought blessing to a woman whom 
they might not even have seen.

SABBATH SCHOOL LESSON 
for May 6, 1961 
Out of the Heart 
Lesson Scripture: Proverbs 3: 1-8; 4: 20-23, 
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THOUGHTS ON BAPTIST UNITY 
By Thelma Tarbox 


(Portions of a letter sent to a Baptist 
minister in Providence, R. I., who had 
publicly advocated a “grand convention’’ 
to promote the merger of Baptist denomina- 
tions, including Seventh Day Baptists.) 
If, in an attempt to unite, Baptists 

agreed to leave all “theoretical matters to 
individual conscience, under the guidance 
of Christ, then there would remain. some 
areas concerned with action which would 
require agreement. 


For example, does God want people to 
worship together on Saturday or Sunday? 
Which is His Holy day? People can’t 
very well worship together when one 
group believes God wants them to observe 
the seventh day and another insists that 
the first day is the Sabbath. This and 
other “togetherness” problems are im- 
portant and can, I think, through adequate 
study and prayer be harmoniously resolved 
with an organization resulting best suited 
to fellowship and successful missionary 
endeavor. 


It pleased me no end that one of the 
denominations you contacted was the 
Seventh Day Baptist General Conference. 
I was brought up a Seventh Day Baptist, 
but living in a town having no such 
church, I wanted very much to leave that 
faith, Upon reading a “Sunday” tract 
given me by a local Baptist minister, I 
was thrilled to learn that because the 
Christian is “under grace’ he doesn’t have 
to keep the Ten Commandments. As far 
as Sunday goes, he’s not obliged to observe 
Sunday, either, but since most Christians 
do, it is wise to voluntarily observe Sun- 
day (Evangelist John Rice). A few months 
later, another Baptist minister gave me a 
“Sunday” tract by Keith Brooks. This 
writer said that the Ten Commandments 
are eternal, Christians must obey them, 
Sunday was rightly substituted for the 
Sabbath without a direct command from 
Christ because there isn’t a direct com- 
mand from Christ for baptism or. the 
Lord’s supper, either! (You can see how 
these two theories rule each other out!) 


At the time that I was trying so desper- 
ately to conscientiously accept Sunday, I 
had had a deep spiritual experience which 
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convinced me that God does exist, th 
Jesus is His Son, and as a result I w 
determined to live my life in accordan 
with God’s wishes. In a few weeks 1 
indecision on the Sabbath-Sunday questi 
was changed to a positive conviction tk 
the seventh day of the week has alwa 
been God’s Holy day and it always w 
be. He is unchanging. 


I have discussed the Sabbath- und 
issue with a number of people, all adi 
ting that they’d never given the ca 
much thought. A number of local “Su 
day” ministers most graciously studied t 
Sabbath point of view. One said that 
could understand why people would I 
lieve that the seventh day was the prot 
Christian Sabbath. Another Baptist mini 
concluded that, historically and biblica 
speaking, the seventh day is the corr 
Lord’s day. One acquaintance who s2 
that she could show me why the day ¥ 
changed to Sunday, admitted, after stuc 
ing Seventh Day Baptist literature, th 
she thought the Sabbath was right. I kni 
of active members in two local Bapt 
churches, brought up to keep Sunday, w 
would prefer a local Sabbachieeprn! Ba 
tist church. 


If the seventh-day Sabbath is the tt 
Christian Sabbath, there may be two ba 
reasons why its observance is not m«¢ 
widespread. Perhaps most laity lack t 
confidence in their own Biblical a 
spiritual scholarship to feel that they cov 
possibly be right in selecting the Sabba 
no matter how logical it seems, wh 
the majority overwhelmingly observe St 
day. And as for the clergy, depende 
upon the laity as they are, it is und 
standable if they should hesitate to prese 
the Sabbath question to their peop 
Possibly, those who may be inclined | 
wards the Sabbath, brush the Sabba 
question away as being not only incc 
sequential, but also a ‘potential cause 
conflict among the congregation — 
why bring it up when there’s enou 
trouble already! Or maybe there’s t 
thought that since Sunday serves as 
adequate substitute for the Sabbath, rath 
than upsetting the Sunday applecart, 
seems better to preach against the si

1 a regularly scheduled day for com- 
nal worship — those acts outlined in 
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the first five of the Commandments. “A 
check of each one of the Ten Command- 
ments shows that every one of them is 
good and in the best interest of the 
individual and society. So it would appear 
that the Ten Commandments themselves 
are an act of God’s grace. Since Cain was 
punished for murdering his brother, it 
does seem that the law as well as God's 
grace have been in effect since the begin- 
ning of man’s awareness of God. 


In the early days of Bible history, God 
provided people with a simple form of 
worship — that suited his needs, enough 
to make man aware of God’s existence, 
and therefore anxious to obey Him. The 
ceremonial form of worship did fulfill its 
purpose so that by the time of Christ, 
the Hebrews had risen to a comparatively 
high standard of conduct — some of them 
at least — so that they could accept Christ 
and become leaders in bringing mankind 
to the last and highest level, Christian 
righteousness! With God’s grace having 
reached its highest manifestation in giving 
us the undeserved gift of Christ — with 
His example and indwelling Spirit, what 
excuse does the Christian have for not 
fulfilling the requirements of the Ten 
Commandments ? 


Acts 13: 42-44 seems to make it clear 
that even though the Jewish people were 
“under law” they were also “under grace.” 
The text reads: “And when the Jews were 
gone out of the synagogue, the Gentiles 
besought that these words might be 
preached to them the next Sabbath. Now 
when the congregation was broken up, 
many of the Jews and religious proselytes 
followed Paul and Barnabas: who, speak- 
ing to them, persuaded them to continue 
in the grace of God. And the next sabbath 
day came almost the whole city together 
to hear the word of God.” 


If, as claimed by Sundaykeepers, the 
early Christian Church kept Sunday, why 
didn’t Paul use this occasion to invite these 
interested Gentiles, Jews, and proselytes 
to the next day’s service — if there was 
one? Instead, it was the next Sabbath day 
when almost the whole city gathered to 
hear the Word of God.

A reporter from The Putnam Sun spent 
the day with the church and wrote a 
factual story complete with pictures. He 
calls the attention of his readers to the 
fact that there is a Baptist church in the 
county that observes the seventh day of 
the week, which is to be distinguished 
from the Seventh-day Adventist. He 
speaks of it as being unique in that it 
observes “the long-forgotten practice 
among Baptist churches of feet washing.” 
He might had added that Baptist (or 
Seventh Day Baptist) congregational 
government allows one congregation to 
celebrate this ceremony even though the 
others do not. 

The little church of 17 members had

Perhaps when Paul spoke about being 
under grace and not under law, he was 
criticizing the Jewish people for their 
smug faith in the fact that they had the 
law — what more did they need? He 
perhaps wanted to emphasize the fact that 
without God’s grace in giving the unde- 
served gift of Christ, we could never 
adequately keep the law — and of course 
there is always some sin in every person’s 
life— so that he needs Christ’s sacrifice as 
a ‘cover.’ Romans 8: 3-4 says: “For 
what the law could not do, in that it was 
weak through the flesh, God sending his 
own Son in the likeness of sinful flesh, 
and for sin, condemned sin in the flesh: 
that the righteousness of the law might 
be fulfilled in us... .” 

How could Paul have taught that the 
Christian must ignore and disobey the Ten 
Commandments when he said that the 
law defines sin and he asked: ‘Shall we 
sin because we are not under law but 
under grace? God forbid” (Romans 6:15). 

Colossians 2: 16 does warn against 
being judged in meat, drink ... or of the 
sabbath days. But when the Christian 
takes into consideration that the Passover 
and many other ceremonial feast days were 
called ‘“‘sabbaths” he will decide that this 
is referring to these shadowy sabbaths 
which formed a part of the Jewish wor- 
ship form — rather than the weekly Sab- 
bath of the Ten Commandments. 

If Christians are disobeying God by 
honoring a man-made Sabbath, then Chris- 
tendom will be immeasurably benefited by 
correcting the error.
